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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The 103(a) rejection of claims 1, 3, 4, 6, 7, 9-13, 15 and 16 overVelzel as 
indicated on the Office Action dated 14 January 2010 is hereby incorporated by 
reference in its entirety. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 14 April 2010 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. 

Applicant's presented arguments concerning addition of a salt (calcium acetate), 
this still meets the claims just because applicant has pointed out a reduction in pH it 
cannot currently be gleaned from applicant's specification and arguments how the 
carboxylate acid of Velzel will result in a negative expectation of success, nor what 
negativity the decrease of pH will bring to the overall product. 

Even if applicant's contention is true (which the Examiner contends it is not), 
Velzel still broadly discloses species of the claimed Markush group in claim 1 
(carboxylic acid, hydroxyl, amine and/or amide groups) as per the examiner's rejection 
of instant claim 8 in the Office Action dated 14 January 2010. Applicant adds an acid to 
water and maintains that the pH does not decrease (ie, become more acidic). Applicant 
also argues that adding the corresponding conjugate base to water will make the pH 
decrease (ie, more acidic). Applicant should demonstrate these statements to be true, 
and amend the claims to recite the pH at each stage.
